The first bvifiiness In order In the 
house after the formal opening: was the 
election of oillcers of the Fifty-fifth 
coni?ress, and, in accordance with the 
action of the

Saturday niitlit, all the old officers were

The senate began its work in extra 
session with 87 senators present, and 
v/ith the galleries packed to their full 
limit 
The whole business of the day 
was confined to the reading of the 
president's mesage, the seating of the 
new senator from Kansas, Mr. Harris, 
and the reference of the credentials of 
Corbett as senator from Oregon to 
the committee on privileges and elec-

Regx'etting the necessity which has 
I required me to call you together, I feel

• condition in which we find the reve- 
nues of the government. It is conced- 
ed that its current expenditures are 


. greater than its receipts, and that such 
1 a condition has existed for now more 
than 
three 
years. 
With 
unlimited 
means at our comand we are present- 
jng the remarkable spectacle of in- 
creasing our public debt by borrowing 
money to meet the ordinary outlays 
iiiCidynt upon even an economical and 
{ prudc-nt administration of the govern- 
ment. An examination of the subject 
; discloses this fact in every detail, and 
I leads inevitably to the conclusion that 
the condition of the revenue which al- 
lows it is unjustifiable, and should be 
corrected. 


We find by the reports of ^the sec- 
' retary of the treasury that the reve- 
nues for the fiscal year ending June 
; 30, 1892, from all sources, were $425,- 
I 808,260.22, and the expenditures for. all 
' purposes 
were 
$415,953.800.50, 
leaving

It may be urged that even if the rev- 
enues of the government had been suf- 
ficient to meet all its ordinary expenses 
during the past three years the gold 
reserve would still have been insuf- 
flclent to m^et the 'demands upon it, 
and that bonds would necesarily have 
been issued for its repletion. Be thi« 
as it may, it is clearly manifest, with- 
out denying or afiirming the correct- 
ness of such a conclusion, that the 
debt would have been decreased in at 
least the amount of the deficiency and

confidence 
immeasurably 
strengthened throughout the country. 


Congress should promtly correct the 
existing 
condition. 
Ample 
I'evenues 
must be supplied not only for the or- 
dinaiy expense» of 
the 
government, 
but fCr the prompt payment of liberal 
pensions and the liquidation of the 
principal and interest of the public 
debt. In raising revenue duties should 
be so levied upon foreign products as 
to preserve the home market, so far as 
possible, to our own producers; to re- 
vive the manufactories: to relieve and 
encourage agriculture; to increase our 
domestic and foreign commerce; to aid 
and develop mining and building, and 
to render to labor in every field of use- 
ful occupation the liberal wages and 
adequate rewards to which skill and 
industry are justly entitled. The ne- 
cessity of the pasage of a tariff law 
which 
shall 
provii^le ample 
revenue 
need not be further urged. The im- 
perative demand of the hour is the 
prompt enactment of such a measure, 
and to this object I earnestly recom- 
mend that congress shall make every 
endeavor. Before other 
business 
is 
transacted let us first provide sufficient 
revenue to faithfully administer the 
government without the contracting of 
further debt or the continued disturb- 
ance of our 
finances. 


THE DINGLEY TARIFF BILL 


Its Author DeclaruH It Will Incroase Rev- 
enues SllSfOOO.OOO, 


.Washington, 
March 
16. — Chairman 
Dlngley, of the ways and means com- 
mittee, in response to a request that he 
furnish a synopsis of the new tariit 
bill presented by him yesterday, makes 
the following statement: 


"The bill has two purposes, namely, 
to raise additional revenue, and to en- 
courage the industries of the United 
States. 
On the basis of the importa- 
tiuns for the last fiscal year the bill 
would 
inc2*ease the revenues 
about 
$112,000,000, divided among the several 
schedules roughly as follows: 
Chem- 
icals, $3,500,000; 
crockery and 
glass- 
ware, $4,000,000; metals,$4,000,000; wood, 
$1,750,000; sugar, $21.750,000; tobacco, $7,- 
000,000; agricultural, $0,300.000; liquors. 
$1,800,000; cottons, $1.700,000; Jute, linen 
and hemp, $7,800,000; wool, $17.500,000; 
manufactures of wool, $27,000.000; silks, 
$1,500.000; pulp and papei% $58,000; sun- 
dries, $0,200,000. 


"This estimate is on the supposition 
that the Imports of each class of goods 
would be the same the next fiscal year 
as in the fiscal year ended last June. 
But as the imports of wool were three 
times as great and those qf woolen 
goods more than twice as great in 
pounds as in 1893 the committee as- 
sume that this excessive Importation 
Would 
be 
largely 
reduced 
by 
the 
proposed 
bill, 
although 
the 
fact 
that our domestic production of woul 
has diminished 8.0oO,000 pounds since 
1893 will necessitate the importation of 
much more wool now than in the lat- 
ter year."

Memphis, March 17.—The Mississippi 
river at Memphis gauges a 
fraction 
over 86.5 feet, a rise of over one-tenth 
since yesterday morning. 
The 
river 
continues to rise slowly. Two lives are 
known to have been lost 
yesterday. 
Two neerroes w^ho live near Marlon, 
Ark., attempted to cross Mound lake 
in a dugout, when they were caught 
in the current, their boat capsizing, 
and they were swept away. The change 
In the situation has been decidedly for 
^ the worse In every respect, so far as 
' the flood and the flood victims are con- 
cerned. Localities that were expected 
up to the last moment to withstand 
the overflow are at last under water. 
People who thought they were 
safe 
from the angry river And themselves 
hemmed in, and their danger is the 
greater because of the confidence that 
prevented them from providing against 
it. 


Prom every direction come reports 
of unprecedented disaster. At Marion 
and in the adjacent country 400 people 
are reported to be lined up on the rail- 
road 
track, 
over 
which 
occasional 
waves sweep and threaten to carry off 
the people and live stock that there 
find a precarious foothold. Along the 
other railroads leading out of this city 
into Arkansas a similar condition of 
affairs exists. 
Down on 
President's 
Island, where it was supposed that all 
persons in danger had been carried 
off, it was learned that from 50 to 100 
people were last evening standing in 
the water and praying for the sight of 
a boat that would take them off. The 
steamer Harbin was at once sent, to 
their relief. The Abbott and Itaska are 
looking after Island Forty, and the C. 
B. Bryan, the Minnehaha and the Wel- 
come are running far up beyond Mar- 
ion. Barges are carried wherever neces- 
sary. 


Nearly 
1,000 
people 
have 
been 
brought to this city already from the 
overflowed country. Only a few of 
these are white, and they have been 
able to take care of themselves upon 
arriving, as well as to extend a hand 
to the negroes. But most of the ref- 
ugees are negroes, who saved nothing 
but the clothes on their backs, and in 
cases some stock, the latter being an 
Incumbrance rather than an assistance 
in the matter of finding food and ac- 
commodations in town. But the citi- 
zens' 
relief 
committee 
have 
found 
places to house the refugees, and food 
is furnished them from time to time. 
Yesterday a quartet of ladies arrived 
on the levee with provisions. The sub- 
stantial food put new life into the dis- 
consolate negroes. 


Many rumors of wholesale drown- 
ings are current, but these cannot be 
verified. A well defined report reach- 
ed here Monday niglit that five col- 
ored people had perished near Marlon, 
and a colored man 
and 
child 
are 
known to have been drowned at West 
Memphis. The 
conditions 
are 
such 
that there will undoubtedly be innum- 
erable fatalities unless the helpless are 
relieved. Great throngs gather at the 
levee. It 
was 
almost 
impossible to 
reach the Bryan wharf boat when she 
pulled in from Marlon yesterday. 


From Island Forty come reports thajt 
the water is everywhere, and that hu^ 
man beings and dumb brutes are hud- 
dled together wherever shallow water 
offers standing places. 


The people in and around 
Marlon, 
Ark., are certain that in the woods to 
the rear of Marion there has been great 
loss of life. Thej'e was a rumor to the 
effect that several negroes had been 
drowned In attempting to get to a place 
of safety, but neither names nor facts 
could be learned. 


The Memphis and St. Louis packet, 
Mary Morton, arrived in port yester- 
day, and reports extending relief to 
flood sufferers below Cairo. Something 
over a hundi'ed men and children and 
a quantity of live st('<_;k were picked 
up and carried to Fulton, From all ac- 
counts there is great suffering In the 
districts mentioned, and aid is being' 
asked of the citlztns of Cairo. 


At Greenwood, Miss., the Yazoo river 
Is rising very rapidly, and the lowlands 
are now covered with water. The Tal- 
lahatchie and Yaloburha, -which flow

It has a vast 
area of coal bods, aucVis now mining 
more than 17,000 tons of coal a day. 
It owns mountains of iron ore, and 
last year it produced more than 500,- 
OOO tons of pig iron and more than 
3,500,000 tons of coal. 
I visited its 
coke oveus at the town of Bessemer, 
iiouth of Birmingham, and was told 
that the ovous there, i".;tther with 
the otnor'^ owned by the company, 
make almost 5000 tons of coke a day, 
while out of its Alabama iron mines 
alone are dnil.v taken more than 6000 
tons of ore. 
This is perhaps the big- 
gest company of the youth, but there 
are other large estabUshments, and an 
enormous industrial development may 
be expectcd there within the next few 
years. 


thousands of square miles of coal lands 
outside of the AppAlachian fields, and 
there are great undeveloped coal areas 
in the West. 
I was lold of a great iron 


mountain which is to be opened by a 
railroad from Salt Lake City to Los 
Angeles during my stay in Utah, and 
there are large iron deposits in Mis- 
souri. 
To-day the leading countries 
of the world which produce irou are 
Great 
Britain, 
Germany, 
France, 
Austria-Hungary, KuBsm, Belgium and 
»Sweden. 
Spain mines a great deal of 
iron ore, but she phips the most of it 
to England. 
I heard of big undevel- 
oped iron mines in China during my 
stay there, and there are some good 
minr»«' in Mexico und Central America. 
There is one iron region in Cuba, and 
you iind small beds scattered through 
tho West India Islands. 
Tho great 
bulk of the product of this hemisphere, 
however, comes 
from tho 
United 
States, and, as I have said, tho indica- 
tions are that our resources have not 
yet been touched. 


The furnaces at Bessemer are within 
a half mile of the mines from which 
the iron is taken out. 
In company 
with one of the superintendents of tho 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company I 
visited 
them. 
Wo rode up to the 
mouth of the mine in a carriage, wind- 
ing our way up a little range of moun- 
tains, the sides of which were covered 
with terra cotta stones. 
I pickea up 
one of the stones and found it exceed- 
ingly heavy, and was told that it was 
iron ore, 
Tho iron lies right on the 
surface of the ground. They begin on 
^he vein and work right down into the 
mountain, 
taking out nothing but 
iron. 
Deposits of this kind extend 
through the mountains of the region, 
and it is a wonder that they were not 
developed long ago. 
I was told that 
iron mines were worked there during 
tho late war and that the Confederate 
Government got a large part of its coal 
and iron irom that region. From time 
to time Northern capitalists were asked 
to invest in the mines, but they would 
not believe the stories that were told 
them. 


One man who owned some of the 
most valuable iron territory of Ala- 
bama called upon Abram S. Hewitt, 
wbo has made a fortune out of irou, 
and WHO has big iron interests to -dav.

Wo have 
bigger ore beds than any other coun- 
try, and our coal fields are practically 
inexhaustible. 
There is enough coal 
in Alabama to do all the manulactur- 
ing of the United States for many years 
to come. 
1 was told at Bessemer 
that tho available cool of Alabama 
alone, it it could be put into a lump, 
would make a solid chunk 
seventy 
miles long by sixty miles broad and 
ten feet thick. 
Such a lump would, it 
is estimated, furnish 10,000 tons of 
coal a day for more than 11,000 years, 
or 1,000,000 tons a day for 115 years. 
But Alabama has only a small amount 
of the great Appalachian coal fields. 
These lieldo end themselves in Ala- 
bama. 
They run from there north- 
ward a distance, it is said, of 
about 
UOO'miles, and they are from thirty to 
about 180 miles wide. 
They furnish 
about two'thirds of our bituminous 


He showed Hewitt the ore, and told 
him it lay there in Alabama on the top 
of the ground and could be had for 
the picking up. 
Hewitt replied that 
he had no money to invest at present, 
and he evidently did not believe the 
man's story. 
^ "Why," said he, 
people here in 
New York look upon iron as so much 
gold, and you can hardly make me be- 
lieve that you people have lumps of 
gold laying around down South and 
that no one has yet picked them up. 
If your story is true I advise you to 
take several New York experts to the 
South and get them to swear to what 
they see before you try to jjlace such 
property in New York." 


It was some time after this before 
the Alabama mining boom began. 
A 
great deal of this was on paper, but 
tho foundation is there, and the iron 
mines are as valuable to-day as they 
were ten years ago. 
They are now ail 
owned by big corporations, and they 


nn enormous blast to furnish enough 
heat for such a furnace, and the blast 
IS created b,y immeuBO engines, which 
force the air first through what are 
perhaps the 
biggest stoves of 
the 
world. They are immense tubes, many 
feet high, and as big around as a city 
gas tank. 
They are lined with fire- 
brick and are heated by the gas which 
comes from the furnaces. 
The air is 
made to pass through these enormous 
stoves before it goes to the Mast and 
it produces a heat so intense that the 
iron and steel machinery of the fur- 
nace would not last a minute were not 
every bit of it enveloped in water. AH 
of the pipes are incased iu other iDipes 
which are kept full of cold flowing 
water, and this water is forced about 
the outside of the furnace whenever 
smelting is going on. 
The heat is so 
great that the iron is melted in a very 
short time. 
It is drawn off from each 
furnace twice a day. 


It flows out at the foot in a littlo 
river of gold. 
The stream looks like 
molten gold alloyed with copper until 
it gets a distanc'^ of perhaps twenty 
feet away from the furnace. 
Here it 
is divided into two streams. The iron 
flows one way and the slag or refuge, 
which has formed a scum and floats on 
the top, is carried, off in another. 
The iron is now of a yellow gold color. 
It seems to have lost its reddish tint. 
It runs off in a golden stream into a 
bed of sand, in which little holes have 
been cut or molded, so that it looks 
for all the world like a garden patch 
ready for planting. 
These holes are 
of just the size and shape of what is 
known as an iron pig. 
They are 
about as big around as the upper arm 
of a good-sized man and about three 
feet long. 
The yellow stream finds 
its way in through them and soon the 
garden is full of these bright yellow 
pigs, which turn to a copper tint as 
they cool and then change to the gray 
or cold i^ig iron. 
As the metal is 
cooling the heat waves dance over the 
garden patch of hot iron, and you 
have to hold you hat before your face 
to keep from being scorched. 
After 
the pigs are cooled they are piled up 
ready to be shipped to different parts 
of the United States for use in manu- 
facturing, 
The slag goes to waste. It 
runs off into a great iron pot fastened 
on car wheels, and is wheeled on a 
railroad track some 
distance away 
and emptied out on the slag heap. 
There are mountains of such slag near 
every great furnace, and the invention 
has yet to be made which will turn it 
to any other uses than that of ballast- 
ing railroads. 


We lead the world not only in the 
production of iron, but also in the 
of pig iron. 
We made 10,- 
000,000 tons in 1892, which was an 
increase of more than 1000 per cent, 
over the product of 1865. 
Since that 
time we have increased our steel pro- 
duct 3(30 times, and we are now mak- 
ing enough steel every year to give 
every man, woman and child in the 
United States 110 pounds, and have 
some to spare. 
Some of our pig iron 
which was lately sent to England, I 
am old, was sold for less than $7 a 
ton. 
We made pig iron at the time 
of the Revolution,, which was worth

Pennsylvania 
and 
the 
Federal 


Cabinets. 


The fact that Pennsylvania has no 
representation 
in the new Cabinet is 
an old story. 
Since the foundation of 
the Federal Government the Keystone 
State has 
been 
honored 
with 
only 
twenty-five Cabinet appointments all 
told. 
Pennsylvania has given the Re- 
public only two Secretaries of State 
(not 
counting the 
Pennsylvania-born 
Blaine); seven Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury; four Secretaries of War; one Sec- 
retary of the Interior; two Secretaries 
Navy; no Secretary of Agriculture; two 
Postmaster Generals; and seven Attor- 
ney-Generals. 
Thus, exclusive of the 
Attorney-Generals (due to Pennsylva- 
nia's legal prestige) and the Secretaries 
of the Treasury (all of whom were ap- 
pointed 
before 1850), this State has 
had eleven other Cabinet officers in 
entire history of the Republic. 


Smce 
Buchanan's 
Administration 
(Pennsylvania's 
only 
President, 
as 
George M. Dallas was her only Vice 
President) there have been only seven 
Pennsylvanian's in the successive Cab- 
inets. 
Of these Secretaries of War Si- 
mon Cameron and Don Cameron serv- 
ed only a year each, the latter 
being 
one of five under Grant; Secretary of 
Navy Adolph E. Borie served only one 
year under Grant (being succeeded by 
George M. Robeson); and 
Attorney- 
General Titian J. Coffey served simply 
during an interim in Lincoln's Admin- 
istration.

PEEP 
PLOWING. 


A friend asks if it is any benefit to 
plow run-down land deeply that has 
only been skimmed over before. Well, 
1 cannot answer positively in your 
case. 
We have been bringing up a 
farm that was run down and never had 
been plowed deeply, and we know that 
a gradual deepening of the soil, by 
plowing a little deeper each time we 
break up a sod, has been of great 
benefit to us. 
I believe that gener- 
ally this will be true. We expose more 
soil to tho action of frost and air and 
sun. 
We get more loosened up so we 
can pulverize it and stir it around. 
Thus we liberate more plant food, or 
make it available for our crops. 
But 
now, there are exceptions to this rule. 
So test the matter carefully for your- 
self, 
Increase depth of plowing very 
gradually. 
The probabilities are tiiat 
you will see results that will cause 
you to keep on. 
Your soil and subsoil 
has considerable of clay in it, as has 
nearly all of ours. 
On light, sandy 
land it would be different, of coarse. 


It will help "level land" to 
tile 
drain it, where water has to evaporate 
from the surface, where there is not 
natural 
underdrainage, 
so 
it 
can 
readily soak down, and the same of 
rolling land, too. 
"Why were you so 
afraid of rain after sowing your wheat? 
I should think it needed rain to start 
the 
F e e d . 
Is it best to make soil so 
fine?" 
It certainly is best for the 
young plants to make a fine, firm seed 
bed. 
It cannot be made too fine and 
firm for the good of the wheat. 
The 
plants cannot start and grow as well 
in roughly prepared ground. 
The 
little roots cannot get food as well, 
I 
was not afraid, of rain, but of heavy 
rain that would pack and run together 
this dustlike soil, and wash much 
down the hillside on our rolling land, 
I have had every bit of wheat, along 
with the eoi], taken right out of the 
drill rows on a hillside by a heavy 
rain after drilling. 
There would not 
be so much risk on roughly prepared 
land. 
Uut that is not as good for the 
wheat. 
So we make it line and take 
the risk.

(a) By preventing rain from falling 
directly upon the soil, the foliage of the 
tree crowns intercepting and breaking 
its force, the water reaching the soil 
more gently from tho leaves along the 
branches and trunks of th? trees. 


(b) I3y interpobing a loose cover, a 
mulch of litter, formed by the fall on 
branches and leaves, whioh breaks the 
direct force of the raindrops, And

WHAT TO FEED HENS. 


_ Green bones are not used as exten- 
sively as they should be, because grain 
can be obtained with leas difficulty 
and at low cost ; but as egg-producing 
material, the bono is far superior to 
grain—nor does the bono really coat 
more than grain in some sections. 
The cutting of the bone into available 
sizes is now rendered an easy matter, 
as the bone cutter is within the reach 
of all. 
Eones fresh from the butcher 
have more or less meat adhering, and 
the more of such meat the better, as 
it will cost no more per pound than 
the bone, while tho combination of 
both meat and bone is almost a per- 
fect food from which to produce eggs. 


If the farmer can get two extra eggs 
per week from each hen in winter, he 
will make a large profit. 
Wo may add 
that if the product of each hen can bo 
increased ono egg per week only iu 
winter, that one egg will pay for all 
the food she can possibly consume, 
and it therefore pays to feed the sub- 
stances that will induce the hens to 
lay. 
If the hens are consuming food» 
and yet are producing no eggs, they 
will cause a loss to their owner ; and 
this happens every winter on a large 
number of farms. 
The hens receive 
plenty of food, but not of the proper 
kind. 


A pound of cut green bone is suf- 
ficient for sixteen hen« one day, which 
means that one cent will i^ay for that 
number of iowls. 
If one quart of 
grain be fed at night to sixteen hens, 
and one pound of bono in the morn- 
ing, it should be ample for each day 
(and the majority of fanciers do) we 
find in winter. 
Jn summer only tho 
bone need be given. 
Such a diet; 
provides fat, starch, nitrogen, phos* 
phates, lime, and all the substances 
required to enablo the hens to lay 
eggs. 
As an egg is worth about three 
cents in winter, it is plain that it in 
cheaper to feed bone than grain, as 
the greater number of eggs not only 
reduces the total cost, but increases 
the profits as well. 


The bone cutter is as necessary to 
the poultryman as his feed mill. ' 
It 
enables him to use an excellent and 
cheap food, and gives him a profit 
where he might otherwise be 
com- 
pelled to sutler a loss. 
It is claimed 
that the bone cutter pays for itself in 
eggs, and really costs nothing. 
Bones 
are now one of the staple articles of 
food for poultry, and no rations should 
have them omitted. 
They are food, 
grit and lime, all combined in one, 
and the hens will leave all other foods 
to receive the cut bone. 
If cut fine, 
even chicks and ducklings will relish 
such excellent food, while turkeys will 
grow rapidly on it. 
To meet with suc- 
cess requires the use of the best ma- 
terials, and green bone beats all other 
substances as food for jjoultry. Thoro 
is quite a diflerenco between 
the 
green, fresh bone, rich in its juices a^ 
it comes from tho butchers, and the 
hard, dry bone which has lost its suc- 
culence. 
The value of all foods de- 
pends largely upon their digestibility, 
and the more this is provided for the 
greater tho saving of food and the 
more economical the production of 
eggs.—Poultry Keeper,

The needle must not be too 
coarse, because if too large an open- 
ing is made through the teed for the 
thread to fill, the seed will alterward 
slip. The thread should draw through 
the seed rather hard. 
Of course a 
knot was nyide to hold the first seed, 
aftpr wbich thev wero simply strun<i 
in i^lftce, and as a string was finished 
it was tied to the rod, beginnin^i at 
one side of the doorway. 
This pre- 
vented tho 
threads from 
becoming 
tangled by tying. 


Alter a sullicient number of threads 
had been finished to till two-thirds of 
the doorway, several shorter 
threads 
were strung and tied along the middle 
space. 
A pair 
oJ horns was then 
placed above the middle ol the door- 
way and these shorter threads were 
caught up in a careless shower, over 
the horns. 
The effect was better than 
that usually attained by lilling tho 
entire 
doorway 
with 
i'ull-longth 
pendants. 


The strings did not tangle readily, 
as might be supposed thoy would; the 
labor of preparing is light and pleas- 
ant, and the result attained is in es^ery 
way desirable.—New England Home- 
stead.
